Next Sunday the championship baseball
season of 1880 will be over as far as the
leading eities in the country are concerned.
The season will then be a matter o1 history
and will, like lots of other things, take its
place down the burial aisle of the past and
I ventare to say the regollection of it will
never be pleasant. The fact that only a few
days more will end the season of hombug,

quarrels and disappointment gives me
license to =ask a few questions.
It is = time befittivg for reckon-

jng snd for ioguiring ioto oauses and
effccis s far 2s baseball affairs are con-
cerped. In takiog a retrospet of the sea-
son I don’t think any man, or woman either,
who has the least idea of baseball will for a
moment econtend that the game has
not received @& very serious blow.
I take it for granted that the lessons of the
season have impressed the fact on every-
body who has & mind susceptible to plain
evervday facts, I have pever in my life
witpessed such & change. Buch a trausfor-
mation in faci, in anvthing as hss been
noticed in the surroundings of baseball this
year compared to the surronndings of last
year or of previous yvears. I also am pre-
pared to say that if everybody ronléabe
frank on the mstter we would find very,
vory few, if any, who hod at all enjoy
what we wosed 1o ecall our “glorious
oational game.” Everything has been mud-
dled; evervbody hus been snarling and
pulling each other's hair, and respectable
aud intelligent people have withheld their
patronage from the principals of the affair.
Features of this kind bhave been most
prominent during the season.  All the en-
thusiasm about the merits of clubs and the
reeords of individual plavers have vanished.
It bas been buried by the very unpleasant
fucts of the fight and the leading questions
have been: Who is poing to die first?
Euthusiasm, forsooth! Where is t? Tell
mwe, somebody? Where is that buseball en-
thusiasm that caused thousands wpon
thousands of citizens to go daiiy wild with
jos? We haven’tscen it this vear. How
many hats have we seen thrown up in the
air? How many jovial old pater-iamilias
huve we seen jumyp from his seat, throw his
hauds round and shout with excitement
beceuse  the team of his  eity
had secored 8 good point?  Whare
is that immense erowd of urchios, working-
men returaing from work and asll kinds of
business people that blockaded streets in
front e! basebull bulletin bourds nearthe
hour of supper time? 1 have vot seen them
this vear. Who has? 1 bhave met nobody
who has enjoved such a plessure, Anpd
nfter all these features; these essentials o
bascbull are what have made the game
glorious. Why an outdoor contest is not
worth a grain of sand thut cunnol create
insm. It is the Iatter that does us sll
; that makes us forget the hundred and
e trinls and troubles of daily life
and in this rcspect the national game of
Americe used 1o be, untortunately used to
ve, a solace for many a wearied mind. But
the moribund season has given us sone of

these good things,

A Few Flain Questions,

Well, then, in view of the above facts I
don"t think that anybody will deny that
the baschall season in question has been
distastefal to everrbody concerned. 1 fail
to see where or how aanybody has been bepe-
fited. Letussee. There are three factors
to consider, viz, the players, the magnates
and the public. Have the players gained
anyihing? This question has many ramifi-
cations, bui speaking generally I very
readily come to the concluson that the ball
players are not one whit better to-day than
they wore, The vontrary is the fact. Their
business is less popular to-day than it ever
was and their calling, therofore, more inse-
cure. This is the gen=rul resolt and it
proves my contention. There 15 not space
st command to deal with this point in de-
tuil, but to me it seems that in all respeots &
bull plaver has everything to lose and
vothing to gain by the decreasing popular-
ity of the game in which he is direetiy
interested. The magoates. How have
they fared? I refer to the eapitalists of
both Plavers’ League and National League
organizalions. Small wotley crowds answer
this question in tones sorrowful to the mag-
nates. To this connection it is only fair to
suy thot as far as Goancinl returns are con-

cerped I don’t think the Natioual League
capitalists huve been much disap-
pointed. Thut old and very sweet adage:

"'Bless2d are they who expect nothing, for
they shull not be disappointed,” prepared
the way for the National Lesgue moneyed
mwen. We have them on record zs saying
thut they expected to lose money, =nd they
have done so. But the new magnates have
been bitterly disappointed, Tlkey must
have, according
own trusted officials. We ean all remember
how certain gentlemen figured out a profit
of, I think, $240,000 on tbe sesson for the
cight Players’ Leugue ciubs. Good gpra-
cious! where is it When this figuring
took place imaginations were so darzied
with bags of gold and piles of silver that
the most extravazant saluries and conditions
were granted to plavers. But leta maguate
express himsell frankly on the matter to-day
und be will tell us that he was never more
disuppoint=d in nis life. The talisman has
not turned his $2,000 worth o! stoel: inte
$10,000: nay, the witeh hasturned his §2,000
into ppught, sed, in plain parlaves, the wag-
nate has been exlled upon again and sgainto
nute up. Well, then, without proceeding
ber, we can at 3 glanee see that the
magnates have not been benefited by the
season. Have the public guined or bene-
fited? Not a bit of it. 1 am oneo!f the
publie snd 1 eertainly have licease to speak
freely on this point. The public have been
losers fn all respects, exeept that amonnt
ol money which Las not besn paid Lo base-
ball eiubs, and which would have hesn
paid haa the season been free of confliet.
The public bave seen the standard of ball
playiug lowered; they have seen that capi-
talists were trring to down each diher, not
becatise of their love jor the game, but be-
cause af their love 1or the aimighty dollar.
The general condition of things bas killed,
I may say, eotirely for a season, publio en-
thusiesm, and amid all these things bow is
it possible that the public bave benefited?
They have nol; they huve been losers.

During the week we have had a litile
more than the ordinary instalment of “‘sen-
sational baseball ramors.”” Louisville and
Cincinnati bave jumped to the front, and [
dure say Pittsburg as s source of ramors is
by this time forgotten, Pittaburg is not in
it now. A day or two ago John M. Ward
told me that the proposed Cincinnati deal
was entirely off He said the Players'
League wanted the Cincinnati club, but was
not disposed to pay $40,000 for it On the
other hand I haye been informed that the
Players’ League did not want to buy the
Cincinpati club at ail, bot only wanted
President Btern to desert the National
League and join the Players’ League.
much for romors and other will-o"-the-wisp
stories.  Still further, President Young, who
has been somewhat silent recently, says:
“There is as much chance of the san drop-
ping from the sky as there is that the Brook-
ivn and Cinecinnati clubs will drop ont of
the League next season. Mr. Byrne has re-
peatedly said that he proposed tostay in the
League at all hazards. His persistency in
ignoring the attacks made uponm him by
members of the Brotherbood has dounbtless
caused them to adopt retaliatory measures
with a view to making him talk. Experi-
ence has shown that a leacve in excess of
eight elubs is unwieldy and diffiecnlt to man-
age, and no one knows this any more than
those who are imterested in the National
Leagne snd the American Association,
Therefore they are not all likel
or willing to sanction a 12clu
league, such as mentioned in the
Louisville telegram in the Sun of vesterday.
The Brooklyn and Cincinnati clubs are ay
certain to remain in the League as the Bos-
tons and Chieagos. To be sare, if Mr.
Stern could realize a handsome profit on
his investment, he would look at it solely
from a business point of view, and doubt-
less that was what he had in mind whea he
made his offer to the Brotherhood repre-
sentatives, They could not raise the sum
demanded, and all negotiations conse-
quently ceased at that poiot.”” Why 1
quote this statement is to ask who is telling
the truth. Mr. Youngor Mr. Stern? The
latter is on record as ssying that his elub
is lor sale, and the very fmectthat negotia-
tions were going on between Mr. Stern and

Manaper
Hunlon has that prerogstive, and I am in-
clined to think that he will never exercise
it without good reason. He has been dis-
appointed in his team this r, and he s
not alone in that respect, and if he has in
any way been at fault during the seasom, it
has been becanse of his leniency toward his
players, He tells me that players whom he
has befriended and to whom he has granted
many privileges, have been to him the most
ungrateful, Thix is the invariable result of
such leniency. Anold doggerel contains
good advice o2 this pownt:

“Tender handed stroke a nettle,

It is the same with certain natures,
Treat themn Kiodly, they rebel

Manager Hanlon is regretting that he has
pot carried ont the above adviee. It is cer-
tain that other playvers will go beside ghe
three named, but I am inclined to think
that Carroll will still be with us next year.
A certain element of local baseball putrons
do not idolize Carroll at present; indeed,
recently whenever that player has made an
error of any kind, hostile demonstrations
have been the result. There is no sound
reason for this, Carroll, like every other
man who has been on the diamond, has his
bad days and his good ones.  When in form
Fred Carroli has no superior as & useful and
sa'emanon a team. We all know that.
But his recent shortcomings have, to a very
great extent, been caused by the thonghtless
and unogenerous remarks of the crowd.
Probably Carroll is onme of the
most sensitive players to hostile and
jeering remarks that goes on the ball field.
These remarks have s damaging effect not
only on Carroll but on almost any player.
Taking everything ioto cousideration, I
trust that thers will be no desire amoang the
club officials to dispense with the services of
Fred Carroll. Who will replace him?

McAnliffe's Miserable Defeat.

One of the most disappointing and most
miserable fistic contests on record is that
which took place between Blavin and Me-
Auliffe vesterday morning in London. It
is some time since so much noise and bluster
has been made over any sporting event as
has been made over the one in guestion. I
have just termed it a contest, It wasno
such thing; it was simply sn assault ona
bigz and belpless boy byFrank P. Slavin, I
am free to admitthat the resultsurprised me
just as it would surprise anybody. Slavin
victory was mo surprise to me, but I cer-
tainly never for 4 moment thonght that he
would give the “‘champion of America”
such a sound thrashing in less than six min-
utes’ time, T had an idea that MeAuliffe
would win. I donot go back on that. PBut
while I have always cootended that Slavin
was a better man than maoy peovle deemed
him I bave also underestimated his ability.
Time and time again I have also argued that
McAuliffe was not near first-class, sod that
he was too big a man to bea good prige
fighter. However, the affair is over, and
onve more the American public have been
gulled by & certain New York person
pow in Eaogland - whose mname is
not but ought to be, into
the belief that he had certainly found a
great champion pugilist in Joseph Me-
Auliffe. There are several things to be de-
duced from the resultof the battle. The
first is that Slavin is among the very best
pugilists of the day. If we make compan-
sous we will find him ranking better than
Jackson. It took the latter, I think, 11
rounds to defeat MeAulifie and the Cali-
fornian fought the colored man tolerably
close at that.  Slavio afler two or three ex-
changes turns loose and mearly kills Me-
Auliffe in a few minutes, This comparison
places Slavin sbove Jackson. Jem Smith
fourht & draw with Kilrain and the latter
stood 75 rounds in front of Ballivan. But
Slavin bested Smith in a very short time,
This comparison puts Slavin above SBul-
livan,., Mark I am npot definitely
concluding that Blavin is a better man than
Sullivan., I am only contending that when
we make comparisons Slavin stands best—
which is quite different from saving that
Slavin ean defeat SBullivan in a fichtt On
some futnre day I will deal with that
feature, Yesterday's resnlt also shows that
McAuliffe is the worst fistic representative
that we have ever sent abroad. He and the
American public have been pufed up by

certain fessional wind-bags, with the
nolion that he was doing the most exiraor-
dioary things. He iz a rank failure,

The result further shows that certain
alleged sporting men go abroad and send
news homwe of the most uutrue and mislead-
ing kind. Ope person actually eabled to
New York papers a few days szo the story
thet Slavin had “weakened’ and had eaueed
the arrest of himself and McAnuliffe,. No
greater falsehood could have been sent to
the public, sand the man who sent it is one
of the veriest humbngs of the age. Then
we were told that the proverbial “‘English
mob’* was going to prevent McAnliffe from
knocking Slavin out. What nousensel What
stupidity] Poor MoAuliffe, why did he
not have a mob? I don’t think that a bose-
ball bat in esch hand would have availed
him much. What a fine, big target
